S.R.O. 888. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 of the 

Essential Supplies (Temporary Powers) Aot, 1946 (XXIV of 1946), the Central 
Government is pleased to make the following order: — 

(1) (i) This order mav be called the Salt Control Order, 1950. 

(ii) ll shall come into force at once. 

(2) In tms order, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) “Controlled area” means: 

(i) alcutta’ as defined in section 3 of the Calcutta Police Act, 1866, 

together with the suburbs of Caloutta as defined by notification 
under section 1 of the Calcutta Suburban Police Act, 1866; and 

(ii) the industrial area, consisting of the Sadar and Barraekpore Sub- 

divisions of the district of the 24-Parganas, the Sadar Sub- 
division of the district of Howrah and the Sadar and Serampore 
Sub-divisions of the district of Hooghly. 

(b) ‘Dealer” means a person carrying on wholesale oi .a tail business 

in salt in the controlled area. 

(«?) “lmpoiter” means a person who imports salt into the controlled 
ate a 

(d) “bait Controller’’ moans the Salt Controller appointed ly the Gov- 
ernment of India and includes any officer authorised by him in 
writing. 

(8) No dealer or importer shall distribute, sell or otherwise dispose of any 
salt in his possession or under his conti ol except in accordance with the instruc- 
tions of the Salt Controller 

(4) (i) Every importer of salt, who imports salt in the controlled area shall 
within three days of the arrival of the consignment of such salt send an intima- 
tion in willing to the Salt Controller giving full details of Hie consignment 
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imported by him, including in particular the variety and ffie weight of each 
variety of salt ini ported, and the place including tile quantity where such salt 
will be stored. 

( 11 ) Every such importer shall store the Salt imported by him at any of the 
following places, namely: — 

(a) the Government Golah at Walken, 

(b) a Railway or Steumer goods shed, 

(a) a private godown, 

(d) any premises of the importer, 

(e) any premises of a dealer registered in the office of the Salt 

Controller. 1 

(iii) No salt stored under sub-clause (ii) shall be removed from the place 
of storage except in acemdame with the directions in writing of the Salt 
Controller. 

(5) Every dealer holding stocks of salt in excess of one thousand maunds 
at the commencement of this order shall submit not later than 18th day of 
Sfeptember, 1950 to the Salt Controller, a true return iri the form specified in 
the Schedule, of the quantity of salt held in stock by him m such commence- 
ment. 

(G) (i) The Central Government may, from time to time by notification in 
the Official Gazette fix the maximum wholesale price at which an importer 
may sell salt «.r-sbip or an importer or dealer may Bell salt stored at any of the 
places specified in sub-clause (ii) of clause (4). 

(ii) No importer or dealer shall sell or otherwise dispose of and no person 
shall acquire Balt at a price in excess of that notified under this clause. 

(7) The Salt Controller or any other offioer empowered by him in writing 
in this behalf, may: 

(a) direct a dealer or any importer to furnish such information as he 

may specify; 

(b) inspect or cause to be inspected any books or other documents belong- 

ing to or under the control of any dealer or importer: 

(c) enter and search any premises; 

(d) seize any salt in respect of which he has reason to believe that a 

contravention of this order has been, is being or is about to be 

committed.
